"Ye 21 (EA truce Liegemen and Subjes whom it may concetn, and to every of them. Whereas, I am credibly - 


informed, That there are many and very great Diſorders and Abuſes committed by divers and ſundry 
Companies of Stage-Players, Tumblers, Vaulters, Dancers on the Ropes, and alſo by ſuch as go about 
with Motions and Shews , and other like kind of perſons, by reaſon of certain Grants, Commiſſions , 
and Licences, which they have by ſecret means procured fromthe KING's MAJESTY, by virtue whereof 


they do abuſively claim unto themſelves a kind of Licentious Freedome to Travel, alwell to Shew, Play and Exerciſe in 


Eminent Cities and Corporations within this Kingdome, as alſo from place to place , without the Knowledge and 
Approbation of His MA JESTIES Office of the Revels, and by that means do take upon them at their own pleaſure 


to Act and (et forth in many places of the Kingdome , divers and ſundry Playes and Shews, which for the moſt part are 


full of Scandal and Offence both againſt the Church and State, and do likewile greatly abaſe their Authority in Lending, 
Letting , and Selling their ſaid Commiſſions and Licences unto others. By reaſon whereof, divers Lawleſs and Wandring 
perſons are ſuffered to have free paſſage , unto whom ſuch Grants and Licences were never intended, contrary to His 
MAJESTIES pleaſure, the Laws of this Land, His MAJESTIES Grant and Commiliton to the Maſter of the 
Revells, and the firſt Inſtitution of the ſaid Office ; Theſe are therefore in HisM AJ ESTI ES Name, ſtridly to charge 


and command you, and every of you, that whoſoever ſhall repair to any of your Cities, Zoroughs, Towns corporate, 


Villages, Hamblets, or Pariſheg, andſhall there by vertue of any Commulſtion, Warrant or L:cence wharſoever,aG,ſct forth, 
ſhew,or preſent,any Play,Shew, Motion, Feats of AQtivity,and Sights whatlocver,r.ot having a Licence now in force under 
the Hand and Seal of the office of Sir Henry Herbert Knight, now Maſter of His M AJ EST 1 ES Office of the Revels, 
or under the Hand of his Deauty, and ſealed likewiſe with the ſaid Seal of the Office 3 That you, and every of you, at 
all times for eyer hereafter, ard do ſeize and take away all every ſuch Grant, Patents, Commillion or Licence whatſoever, 
from the Bringer or Bearer thzreof, and that you forthwith cauſe the ſaid Grant or Licenie, tro be conveyed and ſent 


unto His MATESTIES ſaid Office of the Revels, there to remain at the dilpoſition of the foreſaid Maſter of 


the ſaid Office; and thatto the uttermoſt of your power, you do'from henceforth forbid and ſuppreſs all ſuch Playes , 
Shews, Motions, Feats of Adjvity, Sights, and every of them, until they ſhall be Approved, Licenced, and Authorized 
by the ſaid Sir Henry Herbert, o& his ſaid Deputy , in manner aforeſaid , who are appointedby His MA JEST Y under 
che Great Seal of England, for that end and purpole. Herein fail you not, as you will anſwer the Contrary at your 


perils; And for your more cerainty I adviſe you to take an exa&t Copy of this my Pry, Given at Vhiteball under 


my Hand and Seal , this One and Thirtieth day of Fuly, in the year of Our Lord God , Dne Thouſand dix hundred
